Russia is said to be making out 
a bill for several billion rubles 
which it will present to the Genoa 
conference, with a request that the 
Powers pay up. Interest in the 
event will be confined to curiosity 
as to what the Soviet bosses may 
have included in the list. If the 
eutside world owes Russia any 


runs to 288 billions, 500 million 
marks. It will be noted that it is 
still called the ‘imperial’ budget 
in the despatches, whatever that 
may signify. Of this total 
billions, 500 millions are required 
to meet the reparations bills. That 
leaves roughly 100 billions for 
other purposes of government. If 
the figures show that losing a war 
is a costly piece of business they 
also show that Germany is not cut- 
ting down its ordinary expendi- 
ture to the irreducible minimum in 
order to meet its indemnity pay- 
ments. The revenue for the year 
is estimated at 103 billions. The 
situation seems to be that the Goy- 
ernment proposes to spend for the 
ordinary purposes of government 
practically the whole amount of 
the collectable revenue, leaving it 
to the Allies to take what they 
get by way of reparations. The 
Supreme Council, it may be sup-
